HOME TALKS 


Little Problems of The Home. 


Should This Teacher Resign? 


A woman writes, "I am a school- 


teacher and, dearly love my work. 
But I am teaching in a state far 
Distant from my native town, and 
toy father and mother are left at 
home alone, and they are getting old- 
fMy brother, who is a successful busl- 
Eess man, not married, wants me to 
give up my position and go home 
and look after my parents. He offers 
to pay me what I am making now. 
Do yon think I ought to do it?" 


It's hard for old notions to die. 


Isn't it? The first thought yet, and 
the common thought is, that a wom- 
an can give up her work for home 
cares, or that .she should plan her 
business with home duties as the 
first consideration- A ciever woman 
advertisement-writer 
in a rather 


small Pennsylvania town, but whose 
work had won notice far beyond the 
limits of her home city, was offered 
a fine position in New York. But 
her father and mother did* not want 
her to leave them, and so she refused 
the offer. How often does a man do 
this? 
Business with him has the 


right of way, and the world ap- 
proves. 


It is the same with this teacher. 


She is asked to give up her work 
to go aonae. regardless of the fact 
that she has spent years preparing 
for her profession, that she dearly 
loves it, and that she must provide 
for her own old age. The brother 
offers to pay her now what she is 
making. 
But if he married, would 


he continue to maintain her for the 
rest of her life? Many questions en- 
ter into this teacher's problem. 


It would seem a cruel and an in- 


human thing to desert her parents 
wben they are old and need her. 
And the bro'her is doing a generous 
tiling to offer to recompense her as 
he does. Few brothers would do it. 
He is one among a thousand. Her 
plain duty seems to be to go home, 
and, perhaps, compensations are in 
store for her of which she does not 
dream. 


For one thine, nothing will equal 


the joy of snaking her parents happy 


in their old age. 
it will outweigh 


any sacrifice she may make. And 
she will be glad all her life that she 
did it- 


Then, since she loves teaching so 


much; she may be able to secure a 
class in her home town. 
Or, she 


might start by taking a few "private 
scholars, and perhaps in time build 
up a delightful school for herself, 
much more satisfactory to her than 
public school work. 


She should, however, come to some 


understanding with her brother that 
in case he marries, her income will 
not be cut off. Probably, neither of 
them will think of this now, and 
perhaps the brother would continue 
it after marriage, for some time at 
least. But it would be wiser to dis- 
cuss the question. Brothers' wives 
do not always regard sisters-in-law 
favorably, and the wife might in 
time come to think it was a shame 
that her husband had to send all 
that money to his sister, or that she 
herself needed it, and that her sis- 
, ter-in-law could just as well look ont 
for herself. But this would not be 
just. If this teacher gives up the 
means of saving for her old age, 
with the understanding that the 
brother will justly recompense her, 
he should do it for her as long aa 
she would have taught 
The right 


kind of wife would of course view 
the matter as her husband does. 
But as has been said, a wife does not 
always see her husband's relations 
with his eyes. And if he were easy 
going, rather than be persistently 
nagged by the wife that is at hand, 
he would let the sister, who is dist- 
ant and can only reach him by let- 
ter, become the sufferer. 


With some siica provision for the 


future, it would seem as if the right 
course is for the teacher to go home, 
pr> on with her work ther«, if pos- 
sible, but at any rate make her first 
duty the loving care of her parents 
that their old -age may be comfort- 
able and happy.
